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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the drift region taught 
by Kwon would not function similarly to a drain region, yet the Applicant teaches the same structure (5A) and refers to it as a drain region 
(See page 9, lines 1-10 of Applicat's disclosure). Since the structure of the device taught by Kwon is identical to the device of the instant 
application, it is not seen why it would not have the same function. 

The Applicant further asserts that the drain region (24) is separate from the drain region (36). This was set forth in the office action 
mailed on March 13, 2003. However, Kwon teaches a diffusion step after performing the implant, wherein the diffusion is performed at 
approximately 1 100 degrees Celsius for about 120 - 240 minutes (See Col. 3, lines 6-10). Since the Applicant teaches that first and 
second drain regions are formed when the implant is diffused and Kwon et al. teaches a similar diffusion step, the first and second drain 
regions would have inherently resulted from the method disclosed by the Applicant and executed by Kwon et al. The two drain regions 
resulting from the diffusion step and the separate drain region (36) would have resulted in three drain regions, as claimed in the instant 
application. 
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
